Under the Canadian premier's direc- 


tion the Canadian parliament passed an 
alien Immigration law last spring, by 
•which American contractors and Amer- 
ican laborers were barred from compet- 
ing in the work on the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway, a government undertak- 
ing in western Canada. On the other 
hand, it is claimed" by the Canadians 
that about 5,000 Americans are in the 
Klondike territory belonging to Canada, 
and that fully 10,000 American contract 
laborers are working In the mines of 
British Columbia. The United States 
immigration laws, It Is asserted, are 
administered with harshness along the 
Canadian border, and are a daily source 
of irritation. Sir Wilfred is prepared 
to offer a repeal of Canadian restric- 
tions in the Klondike and other re- 
gions if the administration of

American law is made more lenient. 


On the matter of reciprocity, the gen- 


eral purpose of the negotiations will 
be to give the United States the ben- 
efit of the minimum clause of the 
present Canadian law In exchange for 
the 20 per cent reduction allowed under 
the Dingley law.

Washington, Nov. 9.—The authori­ 
ties here have been advised that the 
arrival today of Sir Wilfred Laurler, 
premier of Canada; Sir Louis Davies, 
minister of marine in tlie Laurler cab­ 
inet, and other ofllcials of the Domin­ 
ion is to have an important bearing not 
only on the Bering* sea settlement, but 
on all the pending questions which 
have been sources of international com­ 
plication between the United States and 
Canada, namely, the passage of alien 
laborers to and from Canada, the North 
i Atlantic fisheries question, the presence 
of many Americans in the Klondike 
territory belonging to Canada and in 
the mining regions of British Columbia, 
the fisheries trouble along the great 


• Jakes, the bbnding privilege granted 
Canadian railroads, the 
controversy 
over rights in the F raser river, British 
Columbia, and in the Puget sound, and 
also the question of a reciprocity a r­ 
rangement between the United States 
and Canada. 


There is direct and definite inform a­ 
tion that Sir Wilfred comes prepared 
to take up all the questions, and if pos­ 
sible include them in one general set­ 
tlement whereby the constant friction 
they have engendered may be over­ 
come. 
On some of these subjects he 
will confer with President McKinley, 
and on at least one of them, that re­ 
lating to alien laborers crossing the 
border, he will suggest such mutual 
modifications of present restrictions as 
in his opinion will be of material ad- 
j vantage to the thousands of Americans 
* now in the Klondike and British Co- 
| lumbian mining country, and at the 


same time will be of advantage to Can­ 
ada along the eastern border.

The essential features of Sir Wilfred’s 
J mission were communicated to the of­ 
ficials here by a person fully advised 
of the premier’s plans, and it can be 
said that the suggestion that the decks 
be cleared of existing disputes between 
Canada and the United States met with 
) the' 7avor of the administration. While 
..the Bering sea settlement occasioned 
the visit, the Canadian authorities a t­ 
tach much less importance to it than 
they do to the other questions m en­ 
tioned. Little doubt, it Is said, is felt 
by the Canadians that an amicable 
adjustm ent of the sealing question can 
be made. Among the plans suggested 
Is that of an indemnity large enough 
to permit Canada to buy out the seal­ 
ers and retire them from business. 
W ith this done, the United States, 
Japan, Great Britain 
and 
Canada 
•would be together in a suppression of 
pelagic sealing. 


Under the Canadian premier’s direc­ 
tion the Canadian parliament passed an 
alien immigration law last spring, by 
which American contractors and Amer­ 
ican laborers were barred from compet­ 
ing in the work on the Crow’s Nest 
Pass railway, a government undertak­ 
ing in western Canada. On the other 
hand, it is claimed by the Canadians 
that about 5,000 Americans are in the 
Klondike territory belonging to Canada, 
and that fully 10,000 American contract 
laborers are working in the mines of 
British Columbia. The United States 
immigration laws, it is asserted, are 
administered with harshness along the 
Canadian border, and are a daily source 
of Irritation. Sir Wilfred is prepared 
to offer a repeal of Canadian restric­ 
tions in the Klondike and other re­ 
gions if the administration of 
the 
American law Is made more lenient. 


On the m atter of reciprocity, the gen­ 
eral purpose of the negotiations will 
be to give the United States the ben­ 
efit of the minimum clause of the 
present Canadian law in exchange for 
the 20 per cent reduction allowed under 
the Dingley law. The desire of Sir 
Wilfred and his associates will be to 
confine the arrangem ent to a few im­ 
portant articles, allowing time to de­ 
velop its usefulness and extend its 
scope.

An Englishman has patented a pro­ 
cess for compressing flour into blocks 
in molds, rendering it, he claims, 
less liable to atmospheric and insect 
damages and requiring less space, 
while its breadmaking qualities are 
not impaired.

Poor’s Manual for the current year, 
contains the usual tables of statistics 
about tho railroads of the United 
States.

Comjmred with 
the previous year the tons of freight 
moved increased 2.40 per cent., and 
the freight mileage G per cent.

creased 1 .0 1 per cent.,and the passen­ 
ger mileage 3.4G per cent. 
The earn­ 
ings from freight increased 3.58 per­ 
cent., from passengers 1.6S per cent., 
and miscellaneous earnings increased 
2.52 per cent., making the increase in 
gross earnings 3.04 per cent. 
The net 
earnings increased 3.23 per cent. 
Tho 
earnings per ton per mile were 0 .S21 
per cent., against 0.839 per cent., a 
decrease of 2.15 per cent. 
The share 
.capital increased 3.7 per cent., and 
the funded debt decreased 3.17 per 
cent., these changes being the results 
oi reorganizations.

PIRATES LOOT A SHIP. 


DESPERATE ACHINESE BUCCANEERS 


IN CHINA SEAS. 


They Itourd H British Steamer In the 


Citilsv of 
I'eaceful 
Passengers-Ami* 


Coiu-ealed by a Woman -Captain Killed 
aud I'jtMgeiiK*-'1'* Put to the Sword. 
Like a story of the buccaneers of 


the Spanish main reads the account 
just received of the attack upon a 
British steamer in China seas, the 
murder of many of the crew and 
the 


looting of the ship. 


Off the coast of Sumatra the steam- 


er Pegu, plying between local Chinese 
ports, was attacked by pirates, her 
captain slain, a number of her crew 
and passengers put to the sword, and 
everything of value in her cabins and 
hold carried away. The vessel ar- 
rived at Teluk Semawe with a score of 
corpses on board and her decks yet 
red with blood. 


The Pegu left Penang for Oleh-Leh 


on July 6 with $18,000 and a large 
cargo. 
When between Pari Btisuk 


and Sinipang Olhn, Sumatra, the ves- 
sel was taken possession of by eleven 
Achinese pirates and one woman, who 
had been taken .aboard at Edie. The 
vessel was steaming along at night, 
and Captain Ross and Chief Engineer 
Cragie were at dinner in the saloon 
when suddenly six armed Achinese 
rushed in upon them from one door, 
while two entered by another. 
The 


officers were taken at a disadvantage, 
but they defended themselves as well 
as they could with chairs. 


The pirates sprang upon them with 


drawn swords, and the unweildy weap- 
ons with which Ross and Cragie at- 
tempted to defend themselves were 
useless in the unequal contest. The 
captain, after felling two of the Achi- 
uese, was slashed about the hands and 
arms until compelled to drop his 
chair. He fled to the upper deck, 
where he fell and was despatched at 
once. When his body was found, after 
the pirates had looted the ship and 
departed, it had been horribly muti- 
lated and dismembered. 


Cragie succeeded in fighting his 


way through the raiders and reaching 
the engine-room, where he hid and 
was not followed. 


While this combat was being waged 


in the saloon, the battle had become 
general throughout the ship. Simul- 
fcaneously with the attack upon the 
captain and chief engineer, tho re- 
mainder of the pirates had thrown 
themselves upon the mate and steers- 
man, who were on the bridge. The 
latter made a gallant fight, but w ere 
soon cut down. 


The serang, or overseer of the ves- 


sel, climbed up the funnel stays and 
escaped the onslaught of the pirates. 
The Pegu carried about fifty Chinese 
passengers. 


When the attack was made, the 


Mongolians fled panic-strickeu. They 
were followed by 
the 
merciless 


pirates, and, according to one ac- 
count, at least thirty were killed. 
When the vessel arrived at Teluk 
Semawe. fifteen wounded passengers 
were taken ashore and placed, in hos- 
pital, where one of them has since 
died. 


After the short but sanguinary con- 


test, the Achinese began looting the 
vessel. One of them was placed at 
the wheel to steer the Pegu nearer to 
land, while others ransacked the cabin 
and quarters of the passengers and 
crew. Iu the captain's cabin they 
found a repeating rifle aud revolver, 
a sum of money and valuable instru- 
ments. These were all taken, togeth- 
er with the clething of the chief offi- 
cer. The safe was opened, and from 
it $18,000 was taken. Having com- 
pleted their work, the Achinese took 
their departure itt the Pegu's boats 
and escaped to shore. 


When the Achiuese boarded the 


Pegu at Edie, they carried no arms, 
and the supposition is that the woman 
who came and departed with them 
carried the weapons of her male com- 
panions hidden on her person under 
her sarong. She was not searched, 
though the officers of the ship, always 
suspicious of the treacherous Achi- 
nese, made sure that the eleven men 
carried no arms before they were per- 
mitted to come on board. 


The Dutch officials at Teluk Semawe 


found the horribly mutilated body of 
Captain Ross lying in his berth, with 
his hands clasped over his breast. 
The body of one of his crew -was lying 
on the floor beside the berth. Cra- 
gie's wounds are said to be not seri- 
ous, but one stab in the chest and 
another in the back had been checked 
bf) bones. The serang was on the 
bridge with She mate, steersman aud 
another of the crew when the pirates 
attacked the captain and Cragie in the 
saloon. At the same time other pirates 
rushed up the ladder and killed the 
mate and steersman, but the serang 
dodged about behind the wheel, and 
the fourth man tackled one of the 
pirates and escaped. The serang says 
that while he stood there he could 
clearly hear the chain running out to 
port^ putting the vessel in the direc- 
tion for land. After a bit he was dis- 
covered, so, bolting off, he climbed 
the whistle pipe, at the top of which 
he remained for a short time. The 
Achinese tried to follow, but found 
the pipe too hot and left him. One of 
them took charge of the wheel, while 
two others stood on the bridge, threat- 


vuiug to kill anybody who might at- 
tempt to ascend. 


The herung at last climbed down the 


funnel, aud in the dark evaded tho no- 
tice of the pirates. He reached one 
of the boats, and, uncoiling some rope 
he found there, he let himself down 
into the water, where he hung for 
over two and a half hours while the 
pirates were ransacking the vessel. 
Fortunately for the seraug the pirates, 
when they chose two boats in which 
they left the vessel, did not select that 
froia' w hich he was suspended. When 
the pirates had gone, the serang 
mounted to the boat and went to the 
engine-room and called down to tell 
the engineer to get up steam. —New 
York World. 


THE "NEW YORKER." 


An Account of the Most Powerful Float- 


ing Fire-Engine in the World. 


In the series of articles on Xew 


York's fire department by Charles T. 
Hill, another article is devoted to 
"Floating Fire-Engines," and ap- 
pears in St. Nicholas. 
In describing 


New York's fleet of fire-boats, Mr. 
Hill says: 


Foremost among these vessels stands 


fire-boat New York (officially known 
as Engine Co. No. 57), as she is With- 
out doubt the most powerful fire-boat 
afloat. The New Yorker's berth is at 
the Battery, where she lies beside a 
tasteful building erected by the fire 
department as a housing for her crew 
or company. This building is fitted 
up with all the requirements of an en- 
gine-house—bunk-room upstairs, slid- 
ing-poles to make a quick descent to 
the ground floor, and a complete set of 
telegraph instruments, to inform the 
company of all alarms throughout the 
city. She lies with steam up, at all 
times ready to respond in an instant 
to any alarm, whether it be by tele- 
graph or a cry for assistance from a 
burning boat in mid-river. 
She will 


dash up the river to attack a burning 
pier or warehouse, or down the bay to 
meet an incoming steamship with its 
cargo afire, with the same activity. 
Her powerful ptirnps make her almost 
invincible in any kind of marine fire, 
and she is also a valuable assistant to 
the land forces. 


As she lies at her berth by the Bat- 


tery she attracts a great deal of atten- 
tion from all new arrivals in the har- 
bor, and on account of her formidable 
appearance she is usually put down as 
some new-fangled torpedo-throwing 
addition to our navy, for with the 
rows of brass-headed hose-connections 
along the side of the deck-house, and 
the vicious looking stand-pipes or 
"monitor-nozzles" as they are called, 
mounted fore and aft, she certainly 
has a defiant and business-like appear- 
ance. 


Iu build she looks like a rather 


handsome tug. 
She is 125 feet long, 


26 feet wide, aud draws about 13 feet 
of water. 
She is built of steel and 


iron throughout, making her thorough- 
ly fireproof, even the top of the wheel- 
house and 
cabin being made of 


a kind of cement as hard as stone. 
There is little woodwork aboiit her to 
ignite, and she is thus enabled to ap- 
proach very close to a fire and deliver 
her powerful streams at short range. 
She has two very large boilers and 
four sets (eight in all) of vertical, 
double-acting steam pumps, and one 
additional small direct-acting pump.

Most Wonderful Cave In the World.

Afore Thau Ten Tons of the I'rectou* 
Stones Since Opened—Valuable IMa- 
luomls Sometimes Explode In the Hniul 
"Under the conditions present in 


nature's laboratory the wonder is not 
that diamonds are found as big as one's 
fist, but that they are not found as big 
aa one's head." 


The above impressive sentence was 


spoken by Professor William Crookes 
in a remarkable lecture upou the sub- 
ject of diamonds given at the Royal 
Institution in London recently. This 
lecture is the most interesting and au- 
thoritative exposition of Crooke's, who 
is one of the foremost chemists and 
physicists of our day, made a trip of 
inspection eafly last year to the Afri- 
can diamond fields, and gave in his re- 
cent speech the results of his travels 
abroad and of the experiments in his 
laboratory at home. 


The most noted diamond mines, te 


Kimberley, the De Beers, the Dutoit- 
span, the Bulfontein and the Wessel- 
ton, are all contained in a circle of 
ground three and one-half miles in di- 
ameter. The mines proper are irreg- 
ularly shaped round or oval pipes ex- 
tending vertically downward to an un- 
known depth. 
They are filled with 


broken fragments of various rocks ce- 
mented together by a hard blue clay, 
called "blue ground," in which the 
diamonds are found. At first the mines 
were worked from above, as a stone 
quarry or gravel pit is worked, but 
that system proved unsatisfactory, and 
at present underground workings are 
the rule. In early days they belonged 
to different people and different com- 
panies, but they have gradually fallen 
into the hands of one rich concern, 
the De Beers Consolidated Mines, 
Limited, which to-day owns practical- 
ly all the valuable diamond mines in 
this region. 
The method of mining is 


to sink shafts in the solid rock at 
some distance from the diamond pipes, 
and then run in tunnels to the "blue 
ground," which is cut away and mined 
out by a peculiar system that enables 
the miner to take out all valuable ma- 
terial and leave the refuse rock behind. 
Professor Crookea says of this mining: 


"The scene below ground in the 


labyrinth of galleries is bewildering 
in its complexity and very unlike the 
popular notion of a diamond mine. All 
below is dirt, mud, grime; half-naked 
men, black as ebony, muscular as ath- 
letes, dripping with perspiration, are 
seen in every direction, hammering, 
picking, shoveling, wheeling the trucks 
bo and fro, keeping up a weird chant, 
which rises in force and rhythm when 
a titanic task calls for excessive mus- 
cular strain. The whole, scene is more 
suggestive of a coal mine than a diamond 
mine, and all this mighty organiza- 
tion, this strenuous expenditure of 
energy, this costly machinery, this 
ceaseless toil of skilled and black la- 
bor, goes on day and night just to win 
a few stones wherewith to deck my 
lady's finger." 


T-*A work immediately after the 


"blue ground" leaves the mines looks 
more like farming than mining. When 
the "blue ground" is brought to the 
surface it is as hard as sandstone, and 
has to he exposed to the influence of 
the sun, the air and water to prepare 
it for the pulverization necessary later 
in the world. The hard lumps and 
bowlders are spread out on the floor, 
exposed to the weather, and are al- 


there with occasional 
harrowiugs until they 


begin to crumble very readily. 
The 


friable mass resulting is then taken to 
revolving, 
perforated cylinders, in 


which it is agitated for some time with 
water. Refractory lumps which re- 
fuse to pass through the holes are 
taken back for more weathering. The 
material running through the perfora- 
tions is led to immense pans, provided 
with ten arms, in which teeth are set 
spirally. When these arms revolve 
and when plenty of water is made to 
flow over the pans the very light stuff 
is carried away by the waste pipe in 
the centre, while the coarse material 
containing 
the 
diamond 
collects 


around the edges of the pan. By a 
somewhat similar arrangement this 
diauiantiferous gravel is concentrated 
until the diamonds can be picked out 
by hand. The men who pick over the 
coarsest gravel are the most trust- 
worthy employes, since, of course, the 
most valuable diamonds are found 
there. Sometimes as much as §50,- 
000 worth of diamonds is separated in 
one day. From the sorting room they 
go to the office, to be cleaned and 
sorted according to value. In this 
office may be seen heaps containing 
white, black, cinnamon, blue, green, 
pink and orange diamonds. 
It is 


quite remarkable that the diamonds of 
different mines possess certain dis- 
tinctive characteristics which enable 
experts to know at once from what 
mine each stone came. 


Large diamonds are rather common; 


it would be quite easy to collect in 
Kimberley a hundred gems which 
would weigh an ounce apiece. Pro- 
fessor Crookes saw a set of eight dia- 
monds, seven of which weighed an 
ounce each and the eighth two ounces. 
The largest diamond known in the 
world is one found four years ago in 
Jagersfontein. 
It weighs over half a 


pound, and, though perfection in 


color, is marred by a little Miu-k speck 
in the center. 
Nearly half a tun ol 


diamonds are turned out by tho Kim- 
berley mines every year. These mines 
have produced over ten tons of dia- 
monds since they were first opened; 
an amount move than sufficient to fill a 
box five feet square aud MIX feet high 
with the blazing gems. The supply is 
so large that the consolidated com- 
pany which owns, this region has had 
to limit the production to keep up tha 
prices. 
The majority of diamonds 


under polarized light show the jewels 
to be in a state of tension caused by 
the imprisonment of n little colorless 
gas iu the interior. This gas was 
caught in a little hole or Haw in the 
stone when it was 
being formed 


and is always 
straining 
to es- 


cape. In consequence 
of this in- 


ternal tension valuable 
diamonds 


not infrequently 
explode or 
fall 


into pieces when exposed to heat. 
Cunning dealers sometimes allow un- 
suspecting aud rich clients to carry iu 
their warm pockets, or to handle in 
their warm hands, large crystals, fresh 
from the mine, and then if the stones 
break the dealer demands satisfaction 
for the loss of a valuable gem. To 
guard against losses due to this ex- 
plosion of diamonds, large jewels are 
frequently shipped to Europe im- 
bedded in raw potatoes. It ia :aost 
interesting to note that the artificial 
diamonds now being prepared explode 
just as the natural ones do. 


Different stones and sometimes dif- 


ferent parts of the same stone vary 
greatly in hardness. Some very bril- 
liant diamonds which came to Eng- 
land from New South Wales were 
found to be so hard that it was im- 
possible to grind them, and they had 
to be used for rock drills instead of 
for jewelry. The intense hardness of 
the diamond is strikingly shown by 
the fact that if a good stone without 
flaws be put between two pieces of 
steel and great pressure applied it will 
be forced clear into the steel without 
being injured in the least. 
Some 


diamonds when put into a vacuum and 
subjected to a current of electricity 
give out considerable light. Profes- 
sor Crookes owns a beautiful green 
diamond which, treated in this man- 
ner, produces enough light to enable 
him to read.

PIRATES LOOT A SHIP. 


DESPERATE ACHINESE BUCCANEERS 
IN CHINA SEAS. 


They llonrcl a B ritish Steam or in tlio 
Guise of Veaceful 
rassonjfors-Avins 
Concealed by a W oman - Captain Killcil 
tunl Passenger* P u t to the Sword« 
Like a story of the buccaneers of 
the Spanish main reails the account 
just received of the attack upon a 
British steamer in China seas, the 
murder of many of the crew and the 
looting of the ship. 


Off the coast of Sumatra the steam­ 
er Pegu, plying between local Chinese 
ports, was attacked by pirates, her 
captain slain, a number of her crew 
and passengers put to the sword, and 
everything of value in her cabins and 
hold carried away. 
The vessel ar­ 
rived at Teluk Semawe with a score of 
corpses on board and her decks yet 
red with blood. 


The Pegu left Penang for Oleh-Leh 
on July 6 with $18,000 and a large 
cargo. 
When between Pari Btisuk 
and Simpang Olim, Sumatra, the ves­ 
sel was taken possession of by eleven 
Achínese pirates and one woman, who 
had been taken aboard at Edie. 
The 
vessel was stealing along at night, 
and Captain Ross and Chief Engineer 
Cragie were at dinner in the saloon 
when suddenly six armed Achínese 
rushed in upon them from one door, 
while two entered by another. 
The 
officers were taken at a disadvantage, 
but they defended themselves as well 
as they could with chairs. 


The pirates sprang upon them with 
drawn swords, and the unweildy weap­ 
ons with which Ross and Cragie at­ 
tempted to defend themselves were 
useless in the unequal contest. 
The 
captain, after felling two of the Achí­ 
nese, was slashed about the hands and 
arms until compelled to drop his 
chair. 
He fled to the upper deck, 
where he fell and was despatched at 
once. When his body was found, after 
the pirates had looted the ship and 
departed, it had been horribly muti­ 
lated and dismembered. 


Cragie succeeded in fighting his 
way through the raiders and reaching 
the engine-room, where he hid and 
was not followed. 


While this combat was being waged 
in the saloon, the battle had become 
general throughout the ship. 
Simul­ 
taneously with the attack upon the 
captain and chief engineer, tho re­ 
mainder of the pirates had thrown 
themselves upon the mate and steers­ 
man, who were on the bridge. 
The 
latter made a gallant light, but were 
soon cut down. 


The serang, or overseer of the ves­ 
sel, climbed up the funnel stays and 
escaped the onslaught of the pirates. 
The Pegu carried about fifty Chinese 
passengers. 


When the attack was made, the 
Mongolians fled panic-stricken. They 
were 
followed 
by 
the 
merciless 
pirates, and, according to one ac­ 
count, at least thirty were killed. 
When the vessel arrived at Teluk 
Bemawe, fifteen wounded passengers 
were taken ashore and placed in hos­ 
pital, where one of them has since 
died. 


After the short but sanguinary con­ 
test, the Achínese began looting the 
vessel. 
One of them was placed at 
the wheel to steer the Pegu nearer to 
land, while others ransacked the cabin 
and quarters of the passengers and 
crew. 
In the captain’s cabin they 
found a repeating rifle and revolver, 
a sum of money and valuable instru­ 
ments. 
These were all taken, togeth­ 
er with the clothing of the chief offi­ 
cer. 
The safe was opened, and from 
it $18,000 was taken. 
Having com­ 
pleted their work, the Achinese took 
their departure i* the Pegu’s boats 
and escaped to slíore. 


When the Achinese boarded the 
Pegu at Edie, they carried no arms, 
and the supposition is that the woman 
who came and departed with them 
carried the weapons of her male com­ 
panions hidden on her person under 
her sarong. 
She was not searched, 
though the officers of the ship, always 
suspicious of tho treacherous Achi­ 
nóse, made sure that the eleven men 
carried no arms before they were per­ 
mitted to come on board. 


The Dutch officials at Teluk Semawe 
found the horribly mutilated body of 
Captain Ross lying in his berth, with 
his hands clasped over his breast. 
The body of one of his crew was lying 
on the floor beside the berth. 
Cra- 
gie’s wounds are said to be not seri­ 
ous, but one stab in the chest and 
another in the back had been checked 
bones. 
The serang was on the 
bridge with the mate, steersman and 
another of the crew when the pirates 
attacked the captain and Cragie in the 
saloon. At the same time other pirates 
rushed up the ladder and killed the 
mate and steersman, but the serang 
dodged about behind the wheel, and 
the fourth man tackled one of the 
pirates and escaped. 
The serang says 
that while he stood there he could 
clearly hear the chain running out to 
port, putting the vessel in the direc­ 
tion for lanu. 
After a bit he was dis­ 
covered, so, bolting off, he climbed 
the whistle pipe, at the top of which 
he remained for a short time. 
The 
Achinese tried to follow, but found 
the jnpe too hot and left him. 
One of 
them took charge of the wheel, while 
•two others stood on the bridge, threat- 


ening to kill anybody who might at* 
tempt to ascend. 


The serang at last climbed down the 
funnel, and in the dark evaded tho no­ 
tice of the pirates. 
He reached one 
of the boats, and, uncoiling some rope 
he found there, ho let himself down 
into the water, where ho hung for 
over two and a half hours while the 
pirates were ransacking the vessel. 
Fortunately for the serang tho pirates, 
when they chose two boats in which 
they left the vessel, did not select that 
frowt» which he was suspended. 
When 
the pirates had gone, 
the serang 
mounted to the boat and went to tho 
engine-room and called down to tell 
the engineer to get up steam.—New 
York World. 


THE “NEW YORKER.” 


Ait Account of the Most Powerful Float,* 
lug Flre-Kuglno In tho W orld.

In describing 
New York’s fleet of fire-boats, Mr. 
Hill says: 


Foremost among these vessels stands 
fire-boat New York (officially known 
as Engine Co. No. 57), as she is tfith- 
out doubt the most powerful fire-boat 
afloat. 
The New Yorker’s berth is at 
the Battery, where she lies beside a 
tasteful building erected by the fire 
department as a housing for her crew 
or company. 
This building is fitted 
up with all the requirements of an en­ 
gine-house—bunk-room upstairs, slid- 
ing-poles to make a quick descent to 
the ground floor, and a complete set of 
telegraph instruments, to inform the 
company of all alarms throughout the 
city. 
She lies with steam up, at all 
times ready to respond in an instant 
to any alarm, whether it be by tele­ 
graph or a cry for assistance from a 
burning boat in mid-river. 
She will 
dash up the river to attack a burning 
pier or warehouse, or down the bay to 
meet an incoming steamship with its 
cargo afire, with the same activity. 
Her powerful pumps make her almost 
invincible in any kind of marine fire, 
and she is also a valuable assistant to 
the laud forces. 


As she lies at her berth by the Bat- 
t, 
tery she attracts a great deal of atten­ 
tion from all new arrivals in the har­ 
bor, and on account of her formidable 
appearance she is usually put down as 
some new-fangled torpedo-throwing 
addition to our navy, for with the 
rows of brass-headed hose-connections 
along the side of the deck-house, and 
the vicious looking stand-pipes or 
“monitor-nozzles” as they are called, 
mounted fore and aft, she certainly 
has a defiant and business-like appear­ 
ance. 


In build she looks like a rather 
handsome tug. 
She is 125 feet long, 
26 fe^t wide, and draws about 13 feet 
of water. 
She is built of steel and 
iron throughout, making her thorough­ 
ly fireproof, even the top of the wheel- 
house and 
cabin being made 
of 
a kind of cement as hard as stone. 
There is little woodwork about her to 
ignite, and she is thus enabled to ap- 
jtt’oach very close to a fire and deliver 
her powerful streams at short range. 
She has two very large boilers and 
four sets (eight in all) of vertical, 
double-acting steam pumps, and one 
additional small direct-acting pump,

Most W onderful Cave In the W orld, 
The most wonderful cave in the 
world is in the island of Tonga, in the 
South Pacific. 
Byron called it “a 
chapel of the seas.” 
It is formed in 
a rock that is almost surrounded by 
the ocean. 
This rock is about sixty 
feet high and broad proportionately. 


Many years ago a boy, the son of a 
native chief, was chasing a huge tur­ 
tle, when his game seemed to sink 
into the rock. 
The lad watched and 
waited until the tide fell, disclosing a 
small opening in the rock about six 
feet under low water mark. 


Diving boldly, the young hunter 
entered the aperture, and, to his sur­ 
prise, came to the surface inside the 
rock.

Tlva work immediately after the 
“blue ground” leaves the mines looks 
more like farming than mining. When 
the “ blue ground” is brought to the 
surface it is as hard as sandstone, and 
has to fce exposed to the influence of 
the sun, the air and water to prepare 
it for the pulverization necessary later 
in the world. 
The hard lumps and 
bowlders are spread out on the floor, 
exposed to the Aveather, and are al­ 
lowed to stay there with occasional 
waterings and liarrowings until they 
begin to crumble very readily. 
The 
friable mass resulting is then taken to 
revolving, 
¡Derforated cylinders, in 
which it is agitated for some time with 
water. 
Refractory lumps which re­ 
fuse to pass through the holes are 
taken back for more weathering. 
The 
material running through the perfora­ 
tions is led to immense pans, provided 
with ten arms, in which teeth are set 
spirally. 
When these arms revolve 
aud when plenty of water is made to 
flow over the pans the very light stuff 
is carried away by the waste pipe in 
the centre, while the coarse material 
containing 
the 
diamond 
collects 
around the edges of the pan. 
By a 
somewhat similar arrangement this 
diamantiferous gravel is concentrated 
until tho diamonds can be picked out 
by hand. 
The men who pick over the 
coarsest gravel are the most trust­ 
worthy employes, since, of course, the 
most valuable diamonds are found 
there. 
Sometimes as much as $50,- 
000 worth of diamonds is separated in 
one day. 
From the sorting room they 
go to the office, to be cleaned and 
sorted according to value. 
In this 
office may be seen heaps containing 
white, black, cinnamon, blue, green, 
pink and orange diamonds. 
It 
is 
quite remarkable that the diamonds of 
different mines possess certain dis­ 
tinctive characteristics which enable 
experts to know at once from what 
mine each stone came, 


Large diamonds are rather common; 
it would be quite easy to collect in 
Kimberley a hundred gems which 
would weigh an ounce apiece. 
Pro­ 
fessor Crookes saw a set of eight dia­ 
monds, seven of which weighed an 
ounce each and the eighth two ounces. 
The largest diamond known in the 
world is one found four years ago in 
Jagersfontein. 
It weighs over half .a 
pound, and, though perfection in

Rev. Hicks, of St. Louis, makes the fol- 


lowing predictions on Nov. weather: Au- 
tumnal rains will fall from the 1st to the 
4th, and frosty weather will follow for 
three or four days.

In Pennsylvania, when a jury disa-

It has been specifi- 
cally decided in our State that if a jury 
in a capital case is discharged from ina- 
bility to agree, the prisoner may plead 
that fact in bar to another trial. This 
decision was based an the ground that 
when a jury haa been sworn to try a 
man on a capital crime, and fails to 
agree, he has been in jeopardy of life. In 
Illinois, a different view is taken of the 
constitutional provision above quoted; 
hence Luetgert, the accused wife mur - 
derer, is not yet free.

fact that no second jury can be found 
that has not read all about his trial, will 
make it impossible to try him again.

Land of Gold. 


A mule express is to be established 


between Dyea aud far-off Dawsou City 
during the coming winter. 
The en- 


terprise is in the hands of C. H. De 
Witt and John Boberts. Their scheme 
is to locate stations about fifteen miles 
apart along the whole route, and keep 
up communication by mules, carrying 
packs of provisions right through the 
winter. 


A St. Louis man, William Schartber- 


ger, has obtained a patent on a ma- 
chine designed to overcome the 
diffi- 


culties of mining in frozen ground. 
If it works well, the Klondikers will 
not have to build fires and thaw out 
the soil to get at the gold in winter. 
The machine consists of a steel screw, 
which is worked into the ground like 
a post-hole auger. A cylinder of the 
same diameter as the screw, and two 
feet in depth follows the screw into 
the ground, and -within the cylinder is 
a well bucket, which has an open bot- 
tom, into which the detached gravel 
and dirt are forced. 
When full, this 


bucket is elevated by a windlass at- 
tachment, and can be washed out and 
panned while the bucket is returned 
to the well for another load. The ma- 
chine will weigh less than sixty 
pounds, and tno men at the ends of 
the levers can bore a hole into solid 
limestone if necessary. 


It is understood that the Dominion 


government has under consideration a 
project in connection with the admin- 
istration of the Yukon district which is 
novel, but appears admirably calcu- 
lated to meet the conditions existing 
in the new communities of the extreme 
Northwest. 
It is the establishment 


of what might be termed & ' 'treasure 
house/' in which will be stored the 
gold of the miners, and for which they 
will receive draft on United States or 
Canadian bank's of the full niai-ket val- 
ue of their gold dust. The passenger 
lists of the steamers that have sailed 
from American ports show up to a re- 
cent date no less than 5566 persons 
had left en roate to the gold fields of 
Alaska, and a conservative estimate 
places the number who have gone from 
Vancouver and Brttish Columbia at 
2000 or more. As the rush shows no 
signs of abatement as yet, the chances 
are that more than 15,000 people will 
have set out for Alaska before the 
Klondike fever subsides. 


The largest mass of gold ever dug 


out of the soil of California was at 
Carson Hill, Calaveras county,in 1854. 
It weighed 195 pounds. 
Klondike has 


not yet beaten that record, but Klon- 
dike is young yet. 


It is to be remembered that the total 


area of the Klondike diggings up to 
date does not cover over 200 square 
miles from Dawson City. 


A monthly mail service has been es- 


tablished between Circle City and Ju- 
neau. This mail service is for United 
States mail addressed to Circle City, 
and the mail is sent through from Ju- 
neau in a sealed bag, which cannot be 
opened in transit. 
Mail for Dawson 


City, ou the Klondike, Forty Mile and 
Fort Cmlahy will not be carried in 
this mail, as these points are in Cana- 
dian territory. Communication with 
these points will be irregular and dif- 
ficult, but arrangements have been 


j made to forward mail from Circle City 


by the Arctic Express company.

EVIDENCES OF 


SYSTEM OF 


AN IMMENSE TIDAL 
WATERCOURSES. 


C'oiiHtimll.v OHC!Muting Water, Affrvted l»y 


Sturm* uncl Jntlitfneed by lltn ATouu — 
The Entire K»rlh's Interior l>'ml<*rialued 
by Waterwttyg-OldTheory Kefuted. 
A remarkable new theory concern- 


ing the nature of parts of the earth's 
interior has just been promulgated by 
Professor F. H. King, agricultural 
physicist of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. It is to the effect that the sub- 
surface of the human footstool is in- 
ter-penetrated by water incessantly in 
motion; that there is a vast network 
of 
underground 
rivers, 
brooks, 


streams, pools and rivulets constantly 
flowing in various directions, some 
shallow, some deep, some near the 
surface, some far below the outer 
crust—all of them having a definite 
tidal motion and all subject to lunar 
influence. 
The theory is not based on 


pure supposition, but certain tests and 
observations have been made which 
give legitimate bearing to it, in the 
eyes of Professor King's associates. 
Professor Hallock of the physics de- 
partment of Columbia college, when 
asked for his opinion of the theory, 
said he considered it very ingenious 
and qtiite within the range of proba- 
bility. 


Professor King has even made au- 


tomatic records 
which show that 


ground water is constantly in a state 
of oscillation, which may extend over 
a long period, may be seismal, or may 
correspond 
Avith the high and low 


barometric waves associated with the 
movements of storms. 
He has made 


a series of records which show that 
the surface of the ground water iu a 
well is much more responsive to at- 
mospheric changes of temperature 
than is the barometer itself. 
He has 


also found that during stormy weather 
the movements of surface water are so 
complex and rapid—so short in period 
—that a rapidly moving cronograph 
is required to separate them. 


Data 
from 
different 
wells and 


springs seem to suggest that there ex- 
ists beneath the surface of the earth 
an immense tidal system, which is af- 
fected by the moon, and which rises 
and falls, or at least moves about, 
with as much regularity as the tides 
of the ocean. It is not stated whether 
there is any intimate connection be- 
tween these underground streams and 
the great streams and bodies of water 
which exist on the surface, except 
that they are both governed by lunar 
influence, and that the natural pro- 
cess of percolation may indirectly con- 
nect them, with each other. It is a 
known fact that the variation of water 
from springs under barometric changes 
is very great, and the surface of Lake 
Mendota has been shown, even in 
winter, when covered with ice, to be 
subject to extremely complex oscilla- 
tions, some of which appear to be 
barometric. 
j 


It is a contention of Professor King | 


that these underground 
"\\ aters 


brace a worldwide zone. They are 
not, therefore, confined to the United 
States alone, but undermine the sur- 
faces of Europe, Asia, Africa and Aus- 
tralia as well. Professor 
King is 


working to perfect a map of the un- 
derground streams of the world, and 
as soon as he has finished we shall 
doubtless know more of what the in- 
terior of the earth is like. The sub- 
stitution of a theory to the eft'ect that 
the interior of the earth is occupied 
by large bodies of water is only anoth- 
er refutation of the old theory of the 
molten character of the earth's interior. 
Years ago it was thought that the 
centre of the earth was a molten mass 
which was the result of the former 
geological condition. 
It was held 


that the earth had progressed 
from 


its original entirely molten state; had 
cooled off on the surface, and was 
gradually cooling off toward the cen- 
tre, but that there must, in the nature 
of things, yet remain a large portion 
ef the interior which was yet in a 
molten condition. During late years, 
however, scientists, while holding 
this view to be in a measure correct, 
yet contend that the process of cool- 
ing is very much more advanced than 
it was formerly supposed to be. They 
contend that the centre of the earth 
is very hot, but that it is not precisely 
a molten mass. 


The possibilities of Professor King's 


theory are very great, aud from a sci- 
entific standpoint his investigations 
are very valuable, aud the final results 
are being eagerly awaited by all sci- 
entists.—Washington Star. 


6QO,OOO,000 Sli«nt» of Tin Made Into Casii 


In u Soiinoii. 


In view of the fact that prominent 


fruiterers say that this will be one of 
the biggest canning seasons on record, 
the process of tin can making takes on 
an added interest. The cans are made 
by machinery. 
Over 400,000,000 a 


year are produced in thi« country. 
Out of the 7,000,000 boxes of tin 
plate (120 sheets to the box) used 
yearly only 2,000,000 boxes go for 
general use. The remaining 5,000,000 
boxes of tin (600,000,000 sheets) are 
made into cans. Common fruit cans 
represent two-thirds of the entire pro- 
duct. 
Assuming six inches as the 


average height of a can, some idea of 
the enormity of this product may be 
had when it is pointed out that if the 
cans were to be placed end to end, the 
line would be 37.878 miles in length 
—long enough to reach one and one- 
half times around the earth. 


Twenty years ago a fruit can factory 


consisted of several dozen men and as 
many boy helpers, who made the cans 
all by hand, cutting them out with 
shears, passing the sides through a 
ringer to roll them into shape. 
The 


bottoms and covers were shaped by 
means of dies, and the parts all put 
together and soldered by hand. 
Nat- 


urally, when buying canned goods in 
those days a few cents went to pav 
for the can. When twenty men and 
their helpers, the most that could be 
produced in these days was 16,000 a 
day. 
The same number of employes, 


most of them boys, are now able by 
means of automatic machinery to turn 
out over 200,000 a day. 
There are 


now in existence in New York, Chica- 
go and Baltimore large plants employ- 
ing machines having a daily capacity 
of 400,000. The production has in- 
creased rapidly year by year as new 
machines have been invented, until 
now it is only necessary to insert 
quantities of tin sheets into one part 
of the machine to have them automat- 
ically pass all the stages of manufac- 
ture and drop out at the other end in 
the shape of completely formed cans. 


This system of machines occupies 


an enormous space, and a continuous 
line of bright cans is seen moving rap- 
idly in all directions, as a plant usual- 
ly consists of a number of these com- 
plex systems on a floor. Slightly dif- 
ferent machines are used for different 
styles of cans—tomato and corn cans, 
baking powder, condensed milk, fruit, 
spices, druggists' materials, etc.— 
some machines lapping joints over a 
second time, so that they are water- 
tight without being -soldered. 


It is a mistaken idea that there is 


no further use for the tin can when 
thrown out with the rubbish. Smelt- 
ing companies keep wagons employed 
constantly, 
and 
many individuals 


make a business of gathering old) tin 
cans by the wagon load at the city 
dumps and around the suburbs, re- 
ceiving as high as S3.50 a load. 


At the smelters they are dumped on 


a grate, where the flames from burn- 


j ing shavings melt off the tin and lead, 


em- ' Some of the remaining iron pieces are 


' frequently sold to trunk manufacturers 


for use in binding the frames of 
trunks, the rough surface of the metal 
holding the paint well. 
Generally, 


however, it is melted up over very hot 
fires and moulded into various castings. 
Most of these factories manufacture 
sash weights, weights for elevators, 
etc.. from the tin and other common 
forms of castings, although there is 
now a method by which the iron from 
the old tin cans can be refined and 
used for first-class castings.

It has been specifi­ 
cally decided in our State that if a jury 
111 a capital case is discharged from ina­ 
bility to agree, the prisoner may plead 
that fact in bar to another trial. This 
decision was based an the ground that 
when a jury has been sworn to try a 
man on a capital crime, and fails to 
agree, he has been in jeopardy of life. In 
Illinois, a different view is taken of the 
constitutional provision above quoted; 
lienee Luetgert, the accused wife mur­ 
derer, is not yet free.

that has not read all about his trial, will 
make it impossible to try him again.

Curtail* Wax Flowers. 


A German scientist gives the follow- 


Ing directions for performing a very 
amusing and interesting experiment: 
Take n lighted stearin candle and hold 
It horizontally over a wide glass filled 
with water. The drops of melted stear- 
in when they strike the surface of the 
cold water will be formed Into heml- 
Bpherical cups and float on the water. 
These forms often take the shape of 
the flower of the common Maybell (con- 
vallniia majnlls) and can be made 
smaller or larger at pleasure by drop- 
ping the melted stearin from a less or 
greater height. When a sufficient num- 
ber of such bells have been made, take 
a slender iron wire and cut It into sec- 
tions, of which one end is curved, then 
warm the straight end of each by hold- 
Ing it in a flame, and thrust it through 
one of the wax bells so that the wire 
passes quite through the bell, leaving it 
hanging at the curved end, where it 
remains fixed when cool, looking strik- 
ingly like the Maybell flower when the 
wire is held curved end upward. 
In 


the same way all the hemispherical 
cups are treated, and finally the single 
flowers are combined by twisting to- 
gether the wire stems, when they may 
be arranged in a rase. By using col- 
ored stearin similar flowers may be 
imitated. 
• 


A Rare Bird. 


The rarest species of bird now ex- 


tant, and one which is almost extinct, 
has its home in the jungles of South 
America. The ornithological curiosity 
Is known to science as the palamedra 
cornuda, and to the common people as 
the "horned screamer." As a rara avis 
nothing could excel the cornuda, unless 
It should be the accidental discovery 
of a living moa, or an epinornis. But 
few of the bird books even let you 
know that such a horned paradox ever 
existed, let alone telling you that living 
specimens of the queer creature are oc- 
casionally met with. The only one now 
In captivity In North America, if thy 
writer was not misinformed, Is that 
belonging to the aviary of the Philadel 
pbia Zoological Gardens, and which ar- 
rived in this country about three years 
ago. The creature is about the size of 
a full-grown turkey hen, and 
of a 


blackish brown color. One of its dis- 
tinguishing peculiarities is a ruffle of 
black and white which surrounds the 
bead.

Microbes Can Draw Nitrogen front 


the Air and Olre It to Plant*. 


Besides buying well-selected fertil- 


izers, the progressive farmer of the fu- 
ture will also provide himself with bot- 
tled billions of the microbes which en- 
able plants to obtain nitrogen from the 
air. It was a long puzzle to chemists 
to learn how nitrogen la absorbed. It 
was clear that under ordinary circum- 
stances plants are unable to appropri- 
ate directly from the air the nitrogen 
they absolutely require 
for their 


growth. The air In the pores of the 
soil contains plenty of it, but the roots 
are not capable of causing It to be- 
come a constituent of the sap or fiber. 
Leguminous plants, such as 
beans, 


peas, and clover, require a great deal 
of nitrogen, and It was of special In- 
terest to provide them artificially, if 
possible, with this Important constit- 
uent. 


The mystery was dispelled by a re- 


cent discovery that the roots of plants 
capable of absorbing nitrogen bear lit- 
tle protuberances, and it is through 
these protuberances that the nitrogen 
Is taken Jn. Further study with the 
help of the microscope revealed 
the 


fact that the protuberances contain 
millions of bacteria, and that it is these 
bacteria that absorb the nitrogen and 
give it to the roots of plants In a form 
in which it can be used by them. To 
the activity of these beneficent bacte- 
ria, plants—particularly 
leguminous 


plants—owe their vigor and perhaps 
their existence in their present form. 
The plant life In this view, is a result, 
in incidental product, of the vital pro- 
cesses of microbes, a million of which 
could swim with comfort in a single 
drop of water. The next step was to 
isolate, by methods with which bac- 
teriologists are familiar, the varieties 
of bacteria suited to each crop, and to 
breed them artificially in paying quan- 
tities. 


This has been done. A German firm 


breeds seventeen species of bacteria of 
the citrogen-absorbing species and 
sells them to agriculturists in bottles 
under the name of "nitragin." A bot- 
tle containing some thousand billions 
of the useful bacteria and selling for 
$1.25 will "inoculate," it is said, an 
acre of ground. The experience of far- 
mers with "nitragin" is too brief to 
qualify them to speak with certainty 
of its practical utility. Some have ob- 
tained encouraging results, while oth- 
ers have not. It has been on the mar- 
ket less than a year and began to be 
used too late in the season for a fair 
test. "Nitragin" ought to be used be- 
fore It is two months old, and Its vital- 
ity is impaired, if not wholly lost, when 
it is four months old. It must be kept 
in a cool place, and is best applied, per- 
haps, at night, since it is injured by ex- 
posure to the light. Its function is to 
assist germinating seeds and small 
roots to put forth the desired protuber- 
ances. 


It is accordingly useless for growing 


plants, and in soils already well sup- 
plied with nitrogen in the 
required 


form. Under favorable conditions sev- 
eral experimenters have obtained, it is 
said, excellent results. Cereals have 
not been found susceptible to its influ- 
ence to an appreciable extent. Much 
remains to be determined as to the ex- 
tent of its utility. It Is yet undecided, 
it seems, whether the seed or the soil

ETCH Qulck-Wltted Americana Might 


Hi' Given I'olnlem. 


The recently notorious Harrison pis- 


tors first camo iuto notice as an adver- 
tisement of a play, "Thy Fairy's Woll." 
run by Owen l-'erree in New York, and 
while hardly more than babes were 
seen every day riding In :in Irish j.iuui- 
ing car through the streets of New 
York. That was ten jvwrs ago. 
All 


these methods are common enough iu 
the States, and much rjoro frequently 
used than such of the public us is not 
familiar with the business section of 
the city knows. Now hear how it is 
done in France: 


"To-day," writes a Paris correspond 


ent, "on the boulevards I came «cross 
a wedding party, which, to my aston- 
ishment, drove up iu a splendidly ap- 
pointed equipage and alighted in front 
of a fashionable restaurant. The men 
were in evening dress. The bride had 
ou her orange blossoms and veil; a pret- 
ty bride she was too. Everything about 
the party was au fait. Thoy took their 
seats ou the terasse :inJ. of course, a 
crowd at once began to gather neai 
them, for while bridal parties are not 
an uncommon sight in Paris, still, as a 
rule, the blushing bride hides herself 
discreetly in some far-off, obscure res 
taurant, rather than flaunt herself iu 
the face and eyes of the boulevards. 
Sipping their absinthe, the party chat- 
ted and laughed and the gaping people 
about them drank in every word. They 
talked in unconscious audibleness, and 
every word they said was simply a 
glorification of the Montmartre cafe, 
That done they passed on to their next 
stand."

KLONDIKE DUST. 


Odd Facta and Fancies A bout th e New 


I.and of Gold, 


A mule express is to be established 
between Dyea and far-off Dawson City 
during the coming winter. 
The en­ 
terprise is in the hands of C. H, De 
Witt and John Roberts. Their scheme 
is to locate stations about fifteen miles 
apart along the whole route, and keep 
up communication by mules, carrying 
packs of xn’ovisions right through the 
winter. 


A St. Louis man, William Scliartber* 
ger, has obtained a patent on a ma« 
chine designed to overcomo the diffi­ 
culties of mining in frozen ground. 
If it works well, the Klondikers will 
not have to build fires and thaw' out 
the soil to get at the gold in winter. 
The machine consists of a steel screw, 
which is worked into the ground like 
a post-hole auger. 
A cylinder of the 
same diameter as the screw, and two 
feet in depth follows the screw' into 
the ground, and within the cylinder is 
a wrell bucket, which has an open bot­ 
tom, into which the detached gravel 
and dirt are forced. 
When full, this 
bucket is elevated by a windlass at­ 
tachment, and can be washed out and 
panned while the bucket is returned 
to the well for another load. 
The ma­ 
chine will weigh less 
than 
sixty 
pounds, and two men at the ends of 
the levers can bore a hole into solid 
limestone if necessary. 


It is understood that the Dominion 
government has under consideration a 
project in connection with the admin­ 
istration of the Yukon district which is 
novel, but appears admirably calcu­ 
lated to meet the conditions existing 
in the new communities of the extreme 
Northwest. 
It is the establishment 
of what might be termed a “ treasure 
house,n in which will be stored the 
gold of the miners, and for w'hich they 
will receive draft on United States or 
Canadian banks of the full market val­ 
ue of their gold dust. 
The passenger 
lists of the steamers that have sailed 
from American ports show up to a re­ 
cent date no less than 556G persons 
had left en roatfc to the gold fields of 
Alaska, and a conservative estimate 
places the number who have gone from 
Vancouver and Brttisli Columbia at 
2000 or more. 
As the rush shows no 
signs of abatement as yet, the chances 
are that more than 15,000 people will 
have set out for Alaska before the 
Klondike fever subsides. 


The largest mass of gold ever dug 
out of the soil of California wras at 
Carson Hill, Calaveras county,in 1854. 
It weighed 195 pounds. 
Klondike has 
not yet beaten "that record, but Klon­ 
dike is young yet. 


It is to be remembered that the total 
area of the Klondike diggings up to 
date does not cover over 200 square 
miles from Dawson Citv. 


A monthly mail service has been es- 
tablished between Circle City and J u ­ 
neau. 
This mail service is for United 
States mail addressed to Circle City, 
and the mail is sent through from Ju ­ 
neau in a sealed bag, which cannot be 
opened in transit. 
Mail for Dawson 
City, on the Klondike, Forty Mile and 
Fort Cudahy will not be carried in 
this mail, as these points are in Cana­ 
dian territory. 
Communication with 
these points will be irregular and dif­ 
ficult, but arrangements have been 
made to forward mail from Circle City 
by the Arctic Express company.

A remarkable new theory concern­ 
ing the nature of parts of the earth’s 
interior has just been promulgated by 
Professor F. H. King, agricultural 
physicist of the University of Wiscon­ 
sin. 
It is to tho eflect that the sub­ 
surface of the human footstool is in- 
ter-penetrated by w'ater incessantly in 
motion; that there is a vast network 
of 
underground 
rivers, 
brooks, 
streams, pools and rivulets constantly 
flowing in various directions, some 
shallow, some deep, some near the 
surface, some far below’ tho outer 
crust—all of them having a definite 
tidal motion and all subject to lunar 
influence. 
The theory is not based on 
pure supposition, but certain tests and 
observations have been made which 
give legitimate bearing to it, in the 
eyes of Professor King’s associates. 
Professor Hallock of the physics de­ 
partment of Columbia college, when 
asked for his opinion of the theory, 
said he considered it very ingenious 
and quite within tho range of proba­ 
bility. 


Professor King has even made au­ 
tomatic records 
which 
show 
that 
ground w'ater is constantly in a state 
of oscillation, which may extend over 
a long period, may be seismal, or may 
correspond with the high and low 
barometric waves associated with the 
movements of storms. 
He has made 
a series of records which show that 
the surface of the ground water in a 
well is much more responsive to at­ 
mospheric changes 
of temperature 
than is the barometer itself. 
He has 
also found that during stormy weather 
the movements of surface water are so 
complex and rapid—so short in period 
—that a rapidly moving cronograph 
is required to separate them. 


Data 
from 
different 
wells and 
springs seem to suggest that there ex­ 
ists beneath the surface of the earth 
an immense tidal system, which is af- 
fected by the moon, and which rises 
and falls, or at least moves about, 
with as much regularity as the tides 
of the ocean. 
It is not stated whether 
there is any intimate connection be­ 
tween these underground streams and 
the great streams and bodies of water 
which exist on the surface, except 
that they are both governed by lunar 
influence, and that the natural pro­ 
cess of percolation may indirectly con­ 
nect them with each other. 
It is a 
known fact that the variation of water 
from springs under barometric changes 
is very great, and the surface of Lake 
Mendota has been shown, even in 
winter, when covered with ice, to be 
subject to extremely complex oscilla­ 
tions, some of which appear to be 
barometric. 


It is a contention of Professor King 
that thesQ underground waters em­ 
brace a worldwide zone. 
Thev are

Professor King is 
wrorking to perfect a map of the un­ 
derground streams of the world, and 
as soon as he has finished we shall 
doubtless know more of what the in­ 
terior of the earth is like. 
The sub­ 
stitution of a theory to the eliect that 
the interior of the earth is occupied 
by large bodies of water is only anoth­ 
er refutation of the old theory of the 
molten character of the earth’s interior. 
Years ago it was thought that the 
centre of the earth wras a molten mass 
which w'as the result of the former 
geological condition. 
It was held 
that the earth had progressed from 
its original entirely molten state; had 
cooled oft* on the surface, and was 
gradually cooling oft’toward the cen­ 
tre, but that there must, in the nature 
of things, yet remain a large portion 
of the interior which was yet in a 
i 
molten condition. During late years, 
however, scientists, while 
holding 
this view to be in a measure correct, 
yet contend that the process of cool­ 
ing is very much more advanced than 
it was formerly supposed to be. They 
contend that the centre of the earth 
is very hot, but that it is not precisely 
a molten mass. 


The possibilities of Professor King’s 
theory are very great, and from a sci­ 
entific standpoint his investigations 
are very valuable, and the final results 
are being eagerly awaited by all sci­ 
entists. -Washington Star.

A BIG CANNING YEAR. 


8OO,OQO,OO0 Sheet» of* T iu M ade In to Cans 


in a Season. 


In view of the fact that prominent 
fruiterers say that this will be one of 
tho biggest canning seasons on record, 
the process of tin can making takes on 
an added interest. 
The cans are made 
by machinery. 
Over 400,000,000 a 
year are produced in this country. 
Out of the 7,000,000 boxes of tin 
plate (120 sheets to tho box) used 
yearly only 2,000,000 boxes go for 
general use. 
Tho remaining 5,000,000 
boxes of tin (600,000,000 sheets) are 
made into cans. 
Common fruit cans 
represent two-tliirds of the entire pro­ 
duct. 
Assuming six inches as the 
average height of a can, some idea of 
the enormity of this product may be 
had when it is pointed out that if the 
cans were to be placed end to end, the 
line would be 37,878 miles in length 
—long enough to reach one and one- 
lialf times around the earth. 


Twenty years ago a fruit can factory 
consisted of several dozen men and as 
many boy helpers, who made the cans 
all by hand, cutting them out with 
shears, passing the sides through a 
ringer to roll them into shape. 
The 
bottoms and covers were shaped by 
means of dies, and the parts all put 
together and soldered by hand. 
Nat­ 
urally, when buying canned goods in 
those days a few' cents wrent to pay 
for the can. 
When twenty men and 
their helpers, the most that could be 
produced in these days Avas 16,000 a 
day. 
The same number of employes, 
most of them boys, are now able by 
means of automatic machinery to turn 
out over 200,000 a day'. 
There are 
now' in existence in New' York, Chica­ 
go and Baltimore large plants employ­ 
ing machines having a daily capacity 
of 400,000. 
The production has in­ 
creased rapidly year by' year as new 
machines have been invented, until 
now it is only necessary' to insert 
quantities of tin sheets into one part 
of the machine to have them automat­ 
ically pass all the stages of manufac­ 
ture and drop out at the other end in 
the shape of completely formed cans. 


This system of machines occupies 
an enormous space, and a continuous 
line of bright cans is seen moving rap­ 
idly in all directions, as a plant usual­ 
ly consists of a number of these com­ 
plex systems on a floor. 
Slightly dif­ 
ferent machines are used for different 
styles of cans—tomato and corn cans, 
baking powder, condensed milk, fruit, 
spices, druggists’ 
materials, etc.— 
some machines lapping joints over a 
second time, so that they are water­ 
tight without being soldered. 


It is a mistaken idea that there is 
no further use for the tin can when 
thrown out with the rubbish. 
Smelt­ 
ing companies keep wagons emj^loyed 
constantly, 
and 
many* individuals 
make a business of gathering old/ tin 
cans by the wagon load at the city 
dumps and around the suburbs, re­ 
ceiving as high as $3.50 a load. 


At the smelters they are dumped on 
a grate, where the flames from burn­ 
ing shavings melt off the tin and lead. 
Some of the remaining iron pieces are 
frequently sold to trunk manufacturers 
for use in binding the frames of 
trunks, the rough surface of the metal 
holding the paint well. 
Generally, 
howfever, it is melted up over very hot 
fires and moulded into various castings. 
Most of these factories manufacture 
sash weights, wfeights for elevators, 
etc., from the tin and other common 
forms of castings, although there is 
now a method by which the iron from 
the old tin cans can be refined and 
used for first-class castings.

Curious "Wax Flowers. 


A Gorman scientist gives the follow* 
Ing directions for performing a very 
amusing and interesting experiment: 
Tnke a lighted stearin candle and hold 
It horizontally over a wido glass filled 
with water. The drops of melted stear­ 
in when they strike the surface of the 
cold water will be formed Into hemi­ 
spherical cups and float on the water. 
These forms often take the shape of 
the flower of the common May bell (eon- 
vallatia roajalls) and can be made 
smaller or larger at pleasure by drop­ 
ping tho melted stearin from a loss or 
greater height. When a sufficient num­ 
ber of such bells have been made, take 
a sleuder iron wire and cut it into sec­ 
tions, of which one end is curved, then 
warm the straight end of each by hold­ 
ing it in a flame, and thrust it through 
one of the wax bells so that tho wire 
passes quite through the bell, leaving it 
hanging at the curved end, where it 
remains fixed when cool, looking strik­ 
ingly like the Mayboll flower when the 
wire is held curved end upward. 
In 
the same way all the hemispherical 
cups are treated, and finally the single 
flowers are combined by twisting to­ 
gether the wire stems, when they may 
be arranged in a vase. 
By using col­ 
ored stearin similar flowers may bo 
Imitated. _________________ 


A K aro Bird.

Is known to science as the palamedra 
cornuda, and to the common people as 
the “horned screamer.”

existed, let alone telling you that living 
specimens of the queer creature are oc­ 
casionally met with. The only one now 
in captivity in North America, if the 
writer was not misinformed, Is that 
belonging to the aviary of the Philadel­ 
phia Zoological Gardens, and which ar­ 
rived in this country about three years 
ago.

Besides buying well-selected fertil­ 
izers, the progressive farmer of the fu­ 
ture will also provide himself with bot­ 
tled billions of the microbes which en­ 
able plants to obtain nitrogen from tho 
air. It was a long puzzle to chemists 
to learn how nitrogen is absorbed. It 
was clear that under ordinary circum­ 
stances plants are unable to appropri­ 
ate directly from the air the nitrogen 
they 
absolutely 
require 
for 
their 
growth. The air In the pores of tho 
soil contains plenty of It, but the roots 
are not capable of causing it to be­ 
come a constituent of the sap or fiber. 
Leguminous plants, such 
as 
beans, 
| peas, and clover, require a great deal 
| of nitrogen, and it was of special in­ 
terest to provide them artificially. If 
possible, with this important constit­ 
uent. 


The mystery w as dispelled by a re­ 
cent discovery that the roots of plants 
capable of absorbing nitrogen bear lit­ 
tle protuberances, and it is 
through 
these protuberances that the nitrogen 
is taken in. 
Further study with the 
help of the microscope revealed 
the 
fact that the protuberances contain 
millions of bacteria, and that It is these 
bacteria that absorb tho nitrogen and 
give it to the roots of plants in a form 
in which it can be used by them. 
To 
the activity of these beneficent bacte­ 
ria, plants—particularly 
leguminous 
plants—owe their vigor and perhaps 
their existence in their present form. 
The plant life In this view, is a result, 
In incidental product, of the vital pro­ 
cesses of microbes, a million of which 
could swim with comfort in a single 
drop of water. 
The next step was to 
Isolate, by methods with which bac­ 
teriologists are familiar, the varieties 
of bacteria suited to each crop, and to 
breed them artificially In paying quan­ 
tities. 


This has been done. A German firm 
breeds seventeen species of bacteria of 
the EHrogen-absorbing 
species 
and 
sells them to agriculturists in bottles 
under tho name of “nitragin.” A bot­ 
tle containing some thousand billions 
of the useful bacteria and selling for 
$1.25 will “inoculate,” it Is said, an

It is yet undecided, 
it seems, whether the seed or the soil 
is to be Inoculated—whether the seed 
should be mixed with the gelatine con­ 
taining the "nitragin,” or whether tho 
“nitragin” should be mixed with

quantity of the latter scattered over 
permanent cure.

Atlantic fishei'ies question, the presence 
of many Americans in the 
Klondike 
territory beloniiing to Canada and in 
the mlnins: rcs^ions of British Columbia, 
the 
fisheries 
trouble along the 
great 
lakes, the bbnding 
privilege 
granted 
Canadian 
railroads, 
the 
ctmtrovor?y 
over rights in the F r a s e r river, British 
Columbia, and in the Pugct sound, and 
also the question of a reciprocity ar- 
rangement between the United States 
and Canada. 


There is direct and definite informa- 
tion that Sir Wilfred comes i»repared 
to take up all the questions, and if pos- 
sible include them in one general set- 
tlement whereby the constant friction 
they have engendered 
m a y be 
over- 
come. 
On some of these subjeots ho 
•will confer with President 
McKinloy, 
and on at least one of them, that re- 
lating to alien laborers crossing 
the 
border, he will suggest such

PIRATES 
LOOT A SHIP.

DESPERATE ACHINESE 
BUCCANEERS 
IN CHINA 
SEAS. 


Thpy IJoiivd a ItviUfth Stoanior in i lie 
OuIro of INmrofiil 
I'uHsoiiK-ors-Anns 
CoiU'oaled Ijy a Woman Captain Killed 
and Passon^er» Put to this Sword. 
Like ft story of the bnccaueers of 
the Hpauish main reads the aocoiinfc 
just receiveil of the attack upon 
a 
British steamer in China seas, the 
murder of many of the cre^v and 
the 
looting of the ship. 


Off the coast of Sumatra the steam- 
er Pegu, plyinpf between local Chinese 
ports, Avas attacked by pirates, 
her 
captain slain, a number of her crew 
and passengers put to the sword, and 
everything of vahie in her cabins and 
hold carried away. 
The vessel 
ar- 
rived at Teluk Seuia-we with a score of 
corpses on board and her decks yet 
red with blood. 


The Pegu left Penangfor Oleh-Leh 
on July (] with S18,000 a n d a 
large 
cargo. 
When between 
Pari 
Busuk 
and Himpaug Olim, Sumatra, the ves- 
sel was taken possession of by eleven 
Achinese pirates aud one woman, who 
had been taken aboard at Edie. 
The 
vessel was steaming along at night, 
and Captain Ross aud Chief Engineer 
Cragie were at dinner in the saloon 
when suddenly six armed 
Achínese 
rushed in upon them from one door, 
while two entered by another. 
The 
officers were taken at a disadvantage, 
but they defended themselves as well 
as they could with chairs. 


The pirates si)raug upon them -with 
drawn swords, and the unweiidy weap- 
ons with which Ross and Cragie 
at- 
tempted to defend themselves Avere 
useless in the unequal 
contest. 
The 
captain, after felling two of the Achi- 
nese, was slashed about the hands and 
arms 
until 
compelled 
to drop his 
chair. 
He fled to the upper deck, 
where he fell and was despatched 
at 
once. When his body Avas found, after 
the pirates had looted the ship and 
departed, it had been horribly 
muti- 
lated and dismembered. 


Cragie succeeded in fighting 
his 
way through the raiders and reaching 
the engine-room, where he hid 
and 
was not followed. 


While this combat was being waged 
in the saloon, the battle had become 
general throughout the ship. 
Simul- 
taneously with the attack upon the 
captain aud chief engineer, tho re- 
mainder 
of the pirates had throAvn 
J 
themselves upon the mate and steers- 


^ 
man, who were on the bridge. 
The 


latter made a gallant tight, but were 
soon cut down. 


The serang, or overseer of the ves- 
sel, climbed up the funnel stays 
and 
escaped the onslaught of the pirates. 
The Pegu carried about fifty Chinese 
passengers. 


When 
the attack Avas made, 
the 
Mongolians fled panic-stricken. 
They 
were 
folloAved 
by 
the 
merciless 
pirates, 
and, 
according to one ac- 
count, at least thirty 
were 
killed. 
When 
the vessel arrived at 
Teluk 
HemaAve, fifteen Avounded jiassengers 
were taken ashore and placed in hos- 
pital, Avhere one of them has since 
died. 


After the short but sanguinary con- 
test, the Achinese began looting the 
vessel. 
One of them Avas placed at 
the Avheel to steer the Pegu nearer to 
land, Avhile others ransacked the cabin 
and quarters of the passengers and 
creAv. 
In the captain's 
cabin 
they 
found a repeating rifle and revolver, 
a sum of money and valuable iustru- 
aieuts. 
These Avere all taken, togeth- 
er Avith the clothing of the chief ofli- 
cer. 
The safe Avas opened, and from 
it $18,0U0 Avas taken. 
Having 
com- 
pleted their Avork, the Achinese took 
their dei)arture i^ the Pegu\s boats 
and escaped to sh'ore. 


When 
the Achinese boarded the 
Pegu at Edie, they carried iio arm.s, 
and the supposition is that the Avoman 
Avho came and departed Avith them 
carried the Aveapons of her male com- 
panions hidden on her persou under 
her sarong, 
She Avas not searched, 
though the oflifers of the ship, ahvays 
suspicious of the treacherous 
Achi- 
nóse, made sure that the eleven 
men 
carried no arms before they Avere jier- 
mitted to come on board. 


The Dutch ofíicialsat Teluk SemaAve 
found the horribly mutilated body of 
Captain Ross lying in his berth, Avith 
his hands clasped over his 
breast. 
The body of one of his creAv Avas lying 
on the floor beside the berth, 
Cra- 
gie'fl Avounds are said to be not seri- 
ous, but 
one stab in the chest 
and 
anotlier in the back had been checked 
bones. 
The serang Avas on the 
bridge Avith ilie mate, steersman aud 
another of the creAV Avhen the pirates 
attacked the captain and Cragie in the 
saloon. At the same time other pirates 
rushed up the ladder and killed 
the 
mate and steersman, but the serang 
dodged about behind the Avheel, aud 
the fourth man 
tackled one of the 
pirates and escaped. 
The serang says 
that Avhile he stood there he could 
clearly hear the chain running out to 
port, putting the vessel in the 
direc- 
tion for land. 
After a bit he Avas dis- 
covered, 
so, bolting off, he climbed 
the whistle pipe, at the top of which 
he remained for a short time. 
The 
Achinese tried to folloAV, but 
found 
the inpe too hot and left him. 
One of 
them took charge of the Avheel, Avhile 
•tw© others stood on the bridge, threat- 


ening to kill anybody Avho might at< 
temjit to ascend. 


The serang at last climbed down the 
funnel, and in the dark evaded the no- 
tice of the pirates. 
He reached one 
of the boats, and, uncoiling some rope 
he found there, ho let himself down 
into the Avater, Avhere he hung for 
oyer two aud a half hours Avhile the 
pirates Avere ransacking the vessel. 
Fortunately for the serang the pirates, 
Avheu they chose tAVo boats in Avhich 
they left the vessel, did not select that 
frow which he Avas suspended. 
When 
the pirates had 
gone, 
the 
serang 
mounted to the boat and went to the 
engine-room and called down to 
tell 
the engineer to get 
u p 
steam.—NOAV 
York World.

Foremost among these vessels stands 
fire-boat 
NeAv York (officially knoAvu 
as Engine Co. No. 57), as she is AVith- 
out doubt the most poAverful fire-boat 
afloat. 
The NCAV Yorker's berth is at 
the Battery, Avhere she lies beside a 
tasteful building erected by the fire 
department as a housing for her creAv 
or company. 
This building is 
fitted 
up Avith all the requirements of an en- 
gine-house—bunk-room upstairs, slid- 
ing-jjoles to make a quick descent to 
the ground floor, and a complete set of 
telegra])h instruments, to inform the 
company of all alarms throughout the 
city. 
She lies Avith steam up, at all 


to respond in an instant 
to any alarm, Avhether it be by tele- 
graph or a cry for assistanee from a 
burning boat in mid-river. 
She Avill 
dash up the river to attack a burning 
pier or Avarehouse, or doAvn the bay to 
meet an incoming steamship Avith its 
cargo afire, Avith the same 
activity. 
Her poAverful pumps make her almost 
invincible in any kind of marine fire, 
and she is also a valuable assistant to 
the land forces. 


As she lies at her berth by the Bat- 
ievy she attracts a great deal of atten- 
tion from all neAv arrivals in the har- 
bor, and on account of her formidable 
appearance she is usually put doAvn as 
some new-fangled 
torpedo-throAving 
addition 
to our navy, for Avith the 
rows of brasR-headed hose-connections 
along the side of the deck-house, and 
the vicious looking stand-pipes 
or 
''monitor-nozzles" as they are called, 
mounted fore and aft, she certainly 
has a defiant and business-like appear- 
ance. 


In 
build she looks like a rather 
handsome tug. 
She is 125 feet long, 
26 fe^t Avide, aud draAvs about 13 feet 
of Avater. 
She is built of steel and 
iron throughout,making her thorough- 
ly fireproof, eA^en the top of the Avheel- 
house and 
cabin being 
made 
of 
a kind of cement as hard as stone. 
There is little AvoodAvork about her to 
ignite, and she is thus enabled to ap- 
proach very close to a fire and deliver 
her poAverful streams at shoj't range. 
She has tAvo very large boilers and

Tlva Avork immediately after the 
''blue ground" leaves the mines looks 
more like farming than mining. When 
the ''blue ground" is brought to the 
surface it is as hard as sandstone, and 
has to t e exposed to the influence of 
the sun, the air and Avater to prepare 
it for the pulverization necessary later 
in the Avorld. 
The hard lumps and 
bowlders are spread out on the floor, 
exposed to the Aveather, and are al- 
lowed to stay there Avith occasional 
Avaterings and harrowings until they 
begin to crumble very readily.

until the diamonds can be picked out 
by hand. 
The men who pick over the 
coarsest gravel are the most trust- 
worthy employes, since, of course, the 
most valuable diamonds are found 
there. 
iSometimes as much a3$50,- 
000 Avorth of diamonds is separated in 
one day. 
From the sorting room they 
go to the office, to be cleaned and 
sorted according to value. 
In 
this 
office may be seen heaps containing 
Avhite, black, cinnamon, blue, green, 
pink and orange diamonds. 
It 
is 
quite remarkable that the diamonds of 
I diliereut mines possess certain dis- 
tinctive characteristics Avhich enable 
experts to 
knoAV at once from Avhat 
mine each stone came. 


Large diamonds are rather common; 
it would be quite easy to collect in 
Kimberley 
a hundred 
gems Avhich 
would weigh an ounce apiece. 
Pro- 
fessor Crookes saw a set of eight dia- 
monds, seven of Avhich weighed an 
ounce each and the eighth two ounces. 
The largest diamond knoAvn in thé 
world is one found four years ago in 
Jagerefontein,

The fact that glass 
Is unattackod by most acids mnde the 
fabric UKoful for laboratory filters, and 
nearly all well equipped establishmenU 
of the kind now use them* Tho cloth Is, 
beside, non-combustible and a poor con- 
ductor of 
heat. 
As the 
Individual 
fibers 
are 
perfectly 
non-absorbent, 
grease spots and stains can be readily 
removed. 
For this same reason the 
cloth cannot be dyed, but It can be spun 
of colored glass and the color is abso- 
lutely fast and unclianglng.

A St. Louis man,William Schartber- 
gor, has obtained a patent on a ma- 
chine designed to overcome the diffi- 
culties of mining in frozen ground. 
If it Avorks AVELL, the Klondikers Avill 
not have to build fires and thaAv out 
the soil to get at the gold in Avinter, 
The machine consists of a steel screAv, 
Avhich is Avorked into the ground like 
a post-hole auger. 
A cylinder of the 
same diameter as the screAv, and tAvo 
feet in depth folloAvs the screAv into 
the ground, and within the cylinder ia 
a well bucket, Avhich has an open bot- 
tom, into whirh the detached gravel 
and dirt are forced. 
When full, this 
bucket is elevated by a Avindlass at- 
tachment, and can be Avashed out and 
panned while the bucket is returned 
to the Avell for another load. 
The ma- 
chine Avill 
Aveigh less 
than 
sixty 
pounds, and two men at the ends of 
the levers can bore a hole into solid 
limestone if necessary. 


It is understood that the Dominion 
government has under consideration a 
project in connection Avith the admin- 
istration of the Yukon district Avhich is 
novel, but appears admirably calcu- 
lated to meet the conditions existing 
in the new communities of the extreme 
Northwest. 
It is the establishment 
of Avhat might be termed a "treasure 
house/' in Avhich Avill be stored the 
gold of the miners, and for Avhich they 
Avill receive draft on United States ov 
Canadian banks of the full market val- 
ue of their gold dust. 
The passenger 
lists of the steamers that have sailed 
from American ports shoAV up to a re- 
cent date no less than 55GG persons 
had left enroiitfe to the gold fields of 
Alaska, and a conservative estimate 
places the number Avho haA'e gone from 
Vancouver and Brttish Columbia at 
20U0 or more. 
As the rush shows no 
signs of abatement as yet, the chances 
are that more than 15,UUO people Avill 
have set out for Alaska before the 
Khmdike fever subsides. 


The largest mass of gold ever dug 
out of the soil of California Avas at 
Carson Hill, Calaveras county,in 1854. 
It Aveighedl95 pounds. 
Klondike has 
not yet beaten that record, but Klon- 
dike is young yet. 


It is to be remembered that the total 
area of the Klondike diggings up to 
date does not cover over 200 square 
miles from Dawson City, 


A monthlv mail service has been es- 
tablished between Circle City and Ju- 
neau. 
This mail service is for United 
States mail addressed to Circle City, 
and the mail is sent through from Ju- 
neau in a sealed bag, Avhich cannot be 
ojiened in transit. 
Mail for DaAvson 
City, on the Klondike, Forty Mile and 
Fort Cuduhy Avill not be carried in 
this mail, as these jjoints are in Cana- 
dian territory. 
Communication Avith 
these points Avill bo irregular and dif- 
ficult, 
but 
arrangements have been 
made to forAvard mail from Circle City 
by the Arctic Express com])any.

Thp Kntiro Karlli's Interior rndorinlned 
by M'lilorwHya-Old Theory Kefutcd. 
A remarkable neAV theory concern- 
ing the jmturo of parts of tho earth's 
interior has just been promulgated by 
Professor F. 
H. 
King, 
agricultural 
physicist of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 
It is to tho eflecfc that the sub- 
surface of the human footstool is in- 
ter-penetrated by Avater incessantly in 
motion; that there is a vast network 
of 
underground 
rivers, 
brooks, 
streams, pools and riA'ulets constantly 
floAving in various directions, 
some 
shalloAA', some 
deep, some near 
the 
surface, some far 
beloAv tho 
outer 
crust—all of them having a definite 
tidal motion and all subject 
to lunar 
influence. 
The theory is not based(m 
pure supposition, but certain tests and 
obserA'ations haA'o been made A\'hich 
giA'o legitimate bearing to it, in the 
eyes of Professor 
King*s associates. 
Professor Hallock of the physics 
de- 
partment of Columbia college, Avhen 
asked for his opinion of the theory, 
said lie considered it very ingenious 
and quite Avithin tho range of proba- 
bility. 


Professor King has even made au- 
tomatic records 
Avhich 
shoAV 
that 
ground Avater is constantly in a state 
of oscillation, Avhich may extend over 
a long period, may be seismal, or may 
correspond Avith tho high and low 
barometric AvaA'es associated Avith tho 
movements of storms. 
He has made 
a series of records 
Avhich shoAv that 
the surface of the ground Avater in a 
Avell is much more responsive to at- 
mospheric 
changes 
of 
temperature 
than is tho barometer itself. 
He has 
also found that during stormy Aveather 
the movements of surface Avater are so 
complex and rapid—so short in period 
—that a rapidly moving cronograph 
is reipiired to separate them.

A BIG CANNING YEAR. 


eoo.OQO.OOO Sheofs of Tin Mado Inio Cans 


In n Season. 


In view of the fact that prominent 
fruiterers say that this Avill be one of 
tho biggest canning seasons on record, 
the process of tin can making takes on 
an added interest. 
The cans are made 
by machinery. 
Over 400,000,000 a 
year are i)roduced 
in this countrv. 
Out of the 7,000,000 boxes of tin 
plate (120 sheets 
to tho box) used 
yearly only 2,000.000 boxes go for 
[general iise. 
Thoremamiug5,000,000 
boxes of tin (600,000,000 sheets) are 
made into cans. 
Common fruit cans 
represent tAvo-thirds of the entire pro- 
duct. 
Assuming six inches as the 
average height of a can, some idea of 
the enormity of this product may bo 
had Avhen it is pointed out that if the 
cans Avere to be placed end to end, the 
line Avould be 37,878 miles in length 
—long enough to reach one and one- 
half times around the earth. 


TAventy years ago a fruit can factory 
consisted of several dozen men and as 
many boy helpers, Avho made the cans 
all by hand, cutting them out Avith 
shears, passing the sides through a 
ringer to roll them into shape. 
The 
bottoms and covers Avere shaped bv 
means of dies, and the parts all put 
together and soldered by hand. 
Nat- 
urally, Avhen buying canned goods in 
those days a feAV cents Avent to pay 
for the can. 
When tAventy men and 
their helpers, the most that could be 
produced in these days Avas 16,000 a 
day. 
The same number of employes, 
most of them boys, are noAv able by 
means of automatic machinery to turn 
out over 200,000 a day. 
There are 
noAV in existence in N O A V York, Chica- 
go and Baltimore large plants employ- 
ing machines having a dailv capacitv 
of 400,000. _ The production has in- 
creased rapidly year by year as new 
machines haA^e been invented, 
until 
noAV it is only necessary to insert 
quantities of tin sheets into one part 
of the machine to have them automat- 
ically pass all the stages of manufac- 
ture and drop out at the other end iu 
the shape of completely formed cans. 


This system of machines 
occupies 
an enormous space, and a continuous 
line of bright cans is seen moving rap- 
idly in all directions, as a plant usual- 
ly consists of a number of these com- 
plex systems on a floor. Slightly dif- 
ferent machines are used for difierent 
styles of cans—tomato and corn cans, 
baking i^oAV'der, condensed milk, fruit, 
sjnces, 
druggists' 
materials, 
etc.

Ctirlou» AVnx Flowers. 


A Gorman soienllst gives the follow- 
ing directions for performing a very 
amusing and interestIng experiment; 
Tako a lighted stearin candió and hold 
It horizontally over a wide glass filled 
with water. The drops of melted stear- 
in when they strike the surfaco of the 
cold water will be formed Into honii- 
Bpherical cups and float on the water. 
These forms often take the shape of 
the flower of the common Maybell (con- 
vallaria ma Jails) and can bo 
made 
Bmaller or larger at pleasure by drop- 
ping the melted stearin from a loss or 
prcater height. When a sufliciont num- 
ber of such bells have been made, take 
n slender Iron wire and out it Into sec- 
tions, of which one end is curvod, thon 
warm the straight end of each by hold- 
ing it in a flame, and thrust it through 
one of the wax bolls so that the wire 
passes quite through the bell, leaving it 
hanging at the curved end, whore It 
remains fixed when cool, looking strik- 
ingly like the Maj'boll flower when the 
wire is held curved end upward. 
In 
the same way all the hemispherical 
cups are treated, and flnally the single 
flowers are combined by twisting to- 
gether the wire stems, when they may 
I)e arranged in a vase. 
By using col- 
ored stearin similar 
flowers 
may bo 
imitated.

MYSTERY SOLVED BY SCIENCE. 


ftlicrobcH 
Can Draw Nitrocen 
from 
tho Air and Giro I t to Plant». 


Besides buying well-selected fertil- 
izers, the progressive farmer of the fu- 
ture will also provide himself with bot- 
tled billions of the microbes which en- 
able plants to obtain nitrogen from tho 
air. 
It was a long puzzle to chemists 
to loarn how nitrogen Is absorbed. 
It 
was clear that nuder ordinary clrcum- 
Btances plants are unable to appropri- 
ate directly from the air the nitrogen 
thoy 
absolutely 
require 
for 
their 
growth. 
The air in the pores of tho 
soil contains plenty of It, but tho roots 
are not capable of causing it to be- 
come a constituent of the sap or fiber. 
Leguminous plants, such 
as 
beans, 
peas, and clover, require a great deal 
of nitrogen, and It was of special in- 
terest to provide them artificially, If 
possible, with thi» important constit- 
uent. 


The mystery was dispelled by a re- 
cent discovery that the roots of plants 
capable of absorbing nitrogen bear lit- 
tle protuberances, and it is 
through 
these protuberances that the nitrogen 
is taken in. 
Further study with the 
help of the microscope revealed 
the 
fact that the protuberances 
contain 
millions of bacteria, and that it is these 
bacteria that absorb the nitrogen and 
give It to the roots of plants in a form 
in wiiioh it can be used by them. 
To 
the activity of these beneficent bacte- 
ria, plants—particularly 
leguminous 
plants—owe their vigor and perhaps 
their existence In their present form. 
The plant life in this view, is a result, 
in incidental product, of the vital pro- 
cesses of microbes, a million of which 
could swim with comfort In a single 
drop of water. 
The next stop was to 
Isolate, by methods with which bac- 
teriologists are familiar, the varieties 
of bacteria suited to each crop, and to 
breed them artificially in paying quan- 
tities. 


This has been done. A German firm 
breeds seventeen species of bacteria of 
the 
nitrogen-absorbing 
species 
and 
sells them to agriculturists in bottles 
under tho name of "nitragin." 
A bot- 
tle containing some thousand billions 
of the useful bacteria and selling for 
$1.25 will "inoculate," it is said, an 
acre of ground. The experience of far- 
mers with **nitragin" is too brief to 
qualify them to speak with certainty 
of its practical utility. 
Some have ob- 
tained encouraging results, while otli- 
ers have not. It has been on the mar- 
ket less than a year and began to be 
used too late in the season for a fair 
test. 
"Nitragin" ought to be used be- 
fore it Is two months old, and its vital- 
ity is impaired, if not wholly lost, when 
it Is four months old. It must be kept 
in a cool place, and is best applied, per- 
haps. at night, since it is injin'ed by ex- 
posure to the light. 
Its function is to 
assist germinating seeds 
and 
small 
roots to put forth the desired protuber- 
ances. 


It is accordingly useless for growing 
plants, and in soils already well sup- 
plied with nitrogen in the 
required i 
form. Under favorable conditions sev- 
eral experimenters have obtained, it is 
said, excellent results. 
Cereals have 
not been found susceptible to its influ- 
ence to an appreciable extent. 
Much 
remains to be determined as to the ex- 
tent of its utility. It Is yet undecided, 
it seems, whether the seed or the soil 
is to be inoculated—whether the seed 
should be mixed with the gelatine con- 
taining the "nitragin," or whether tho 
"nitragin" should be mixed with 
a 
quantity of the latter scattered over 
permanent cure.
